Wright has said that if five per cent of the district’s 
voters petition within IO days of the signing of the con­ 
tract a referendum will have to be held. 
Dr. Zuckerman says this applies only when a dis­ 
trict wants to lease a building and not when it is buying 
by contract. This is according to state law and school 
code policy. 
The adm inistrative center is planned to house 
about 28 staff members of Dist. IOO and Dist. 2, 
which was planning to rent space. These staff mem­ 
bers are now distributed in schools throughout Dist. 
2 and Fenton High School. 
By putting them under one roof, Zuckerman says, 
the performance of both districts will be better coordin­ 
ated. Zuckerman is the superintendent of both school 
districts. 
Tax money would be saved from the present loss in 
efficiency created by decentralization, Zuckerman says. 
The center would also release five classrooms, now be­ 
ing occupied by the staff, for students, he points out. 
Dist. IOO is now reviewing the plans for the adminis­ 
trative center for its regular meeting on Tuesday.

‘Compromise’ Averts GOP Split in DuPage 


To the amazement of most but not all Republican leaders, 
the DuPage County Republican Organization reversed itself on 
the road to disunity at the county GOP convention Friday night 
when 217 precinct committeemen demonstrated they had what it 
takes to set aright what had gone awry. 
Tins chc?e of no small significance was an exercise in 
political maturity and party discipline, an elementary but nec­ 
essary7 step for success in the election year 1968. Placing party 
success above personal interest was the challenge; to step down 
in a spirit of humility and with good grace before a body of 
political peers is as tough a task as any candidate may be asked 
to perform. But it can also be a mark on the card of merit. 
Because this was done with good sense, the DuPage 
Republican Party has only minor wounds to lick, and it can 
proceed with the next order of business: 
the filing by 
candidates for primary races March 4-11. 
Of course, this philosophic appraisal hardly dents the surface 
of what actually happened to bring about a seeming miracle—the 
compromise endorsement of a slate of delegates 
for the national convention to be voted in the 
June primary. 
In this convention endorsement, the “weight­ 
ed” vote principle was used as required by 
law. 
Each committeeman cast a number of 
votes equal to the number of votes recorded 
in the Republican primary in his precinct in 
HEO 
1966. The total county GOP vote two years ago 
was 40,021. Total votes Friday cast by 217 committeemen was 
29.847. Here's how the vote was registered:

Note that all township leaders had a vote well over 60 per 
cent on hand. A few’ days before, there was no certainty that a 
quorum would respond, so divided had the party become. The 
first order of business after adoption of rules w7as to check the 
vote present, 60 per cent needed for endorsement of candidates. 
Before the voting started, Ray MacDonald, county clerk, 
who had sparked the team of MacDonald, Fawell, Carroll and 
Feehan for delegate and alternates, made the announcement 
that set the stage for the events which followed and also set 
the tone for party harmony. It may have come as a surprise.. 
to many present, including the press, but the leaders of both 
groups had got together and agreed that only a compromise 
slate could avert disruption of party unity in 1968. 
MacDonald said. “I am not a candidate for delegate to the 
national convention. Sam Dean and Harris Fawell will get my 
vote (as precinct committeeman from Wayne) here tonight for 
delegates and Walter Carroll and Tom Feehan for alternates.” 
That was all. and that was it. This w7as the slate of candidates 
endorsed after a little skirmishing by the convention committee­ 
men. 
“Wha’ happened?” Many not in-the-know were confused but 
their leaders knew and the agreement to bring about party 
harmony seemed to have deprived them of their zip. It was 
mostly routine from then on. 
The MacDonald team had boasted of a “firm commitment" 
of more than 50 per cent of the convention vote which was 
probably correct. 
Yet it could not go beyond that. 
Since 60 
per cent is required to endorse, a deadlock was inevitable and a 
final result: “no endorsement” and a divided GOP. lf this were 
true, the MacDonald withdrawal was the key to the door closed 
to party harmony, and only MacDonald himself could supply 
the key. 
The countywide acceptance of Sam Dean, Oakbrook, backed 
solidly by York Township and Bloomingdale Township, turned 
the tide in favor of a compromise slate. This and the knowledge 
that a top DuPage County political figure aligned with Mac­ 
Donald could not support a slate bound to divide the party. 
On the first ballot Dean w?as given a nearly unanimous vote. 
This explains why, with Dean in the running, the MacDonald 
four could never win a 60 per cent vote. 
The compromise slate for two delegates. Sam Dean and 
State Sen. Harris W. Fawell had to make room for Ruth 
Bateman. Warrenville, who claimed she had a qualification 
the other two didn t have, “I am a woman.” Some thought 
this was a danger because women are outvoting men in 
many areas nowadays. 
The first ballot showed Dean had polled 28,309 of a total of 
29.847. He was endorsed. Fawell with 17,185 was more than 700 
shy of the 17,908 required, and Bateman received 12.090. 
On the second roll call Fawell got 16,913 and Bateman 11,497. 
With the rules providing for two roll calls only for each candidate 
it looked like no endorsement. 
Again the question could be 
asked with some justification whether the Republican Convention 
and futility were not becoming synonymous.

The convention got moving again when Walter Bard 
Carroll, Downers Grove, and Tom Feehan, Will County 
chairman, were nominated for alternates. Will County has 
three townships, including Joliet, in the 14th Congressional 
District and the 38th Senatorial District, FawelLs district. 
Chairman Elmer Hoffman explained that failure to give a 
district in more than one county representation in each 
when that could be done could cause trouble. Will has a 
strong Democrat vote. 


This led to the only threat to peace during the convention. 
Ernest Monroe jumped to his feet and asked, “What trouble?” 
He was ruled out of order by the chairman and in conse­ 
quence gave that august figure and the convention a select 
piece of his mind, using language that caused some good 
Republicans to plug their ears. 
“Throw him out!” was shouted from the York delegation 
and echoed around the hall. A gendarme was called (bor­ 


rowed from the sheriff’s force) and a resisting Republican 
committeeman was under the Law of the North to be cast 
out in the cold and take the long walk. 
A group of committeemen did not agree with Chairman 
Hoffman and nominated Pat Savaiano, Bloomingdale Township 
leader, as the third man in the race. Savaiano, an astute man 
with a vote, saw the “harmony atmosphere’’ endangered and at 
once got the speaker’s dais. In keeping with two predecessors 
he withdrew his name.

It has unified the township which now has 92 
precincts and can muster close to 30 per cent of the DuPage 
vote. 
Working closely with York is Bloomingdale Township, said to 
be the best organized and unified township in DuPage GOPland. 
With dynamic leadership throughout, Bloomingdale, though small, 
is alert to w7hat is going on in the Republican camp and can 
mass a solid strength to tip the scales in any direction. Toss in 


Addison, now less unified perhaps, but with 44 precincts and 
adding voters fast like Bloomingdale. This township threesome 
in the 37th District is a combination that could be hard to stop in 
the future.

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The Way We See It 
Cool Off The 
Land Dispute 


A difficult and confused situa­ 
tion 
has been created by the 
unseemly competition between two 
major public agencies over 2,700 
acres of land in Hanover Town­ 
ship. 
The Cook County Forest 
Preserve Commission announced 
last summer it hoped to acquire 
the land which had then recently 
been annexed to the Village of 
Hoffman Estates for development 
of a senior citizens community. 
Then last December the Chicago 
Metropolitan 
Sanitary 
District 
Board quietly approved a right-of- 
way ordinance covering the same 
territory. 


There is no need for residents 
of the area or officials of the two 
agencies to rush into a 
final 
judgment about the use of this 
land. With both agencies pursu­ 
ing their separate desires for the 
land, an atmosphere of urgency 
has been created, and perhaps 
a cooling off is needed. 


The situation which exists points 
up the need for a county planning 
agency such as the one proposed 
by County Board Pres. Richard 
Ogilvie. There are many consider­ 
ations involved in the use of this 
land. 
Obviously, it could be kept in 
the private domain, for private de­ 
velopment. It could be developed 
as a forest preserve—and it’s gen­ 
erally conceded the land is desira­ 
ble as a nature site. 
It could be 
developed as a sludge farm, as 
proposed by the sanitary district. 
Or it could be used for one or 
more other public purposes, such 
as a senior college. 
It is unlikely in the current 
atmosphere of concern and contest 
that the over-all needs of the 
county, 
and 
of the Village of 
Hoffman Estates, will be aired 
systematically. 
It is a fact that neither the 
forest preserve commission nor 
the sanitary district have gone 
out of their way to share their 
thinking with Hoffman Estates 
and surrounding 
communities. 


After fears were aroused by the 
initial word of a sludge farm, 
the sanitary district attended a 
meeting of neighboring commu­ 
nity officials to outline the sludge 
farm plan. 
This 
morning, 
for 
the 
first 
time, the sanitary district met 
with Hoffman Estates officials, at 
the request of Hoffman Estates 
Village Pres. Roy Jenkins. 
This lack of co-operation with 
local communities is as disappoint­ 
ing as the lack of co-ordination 
among these two great agencies. 
The co-operation must have its 
origin in respect on the part of 
these major agencies for the inter­ 
ests of local communities. 
The 
co-ordination among agencies, al­ 
though it is now understood they 
will try to meet together on this 
site, perhaps is impossible without 
the good offices of an agency such 
as a county plan commission. 
The sanitary district has plans 
to develop a small, experimental 
sludge 
farm near its Hanover 
Park plant so residents of the 
area, and sanitary district engi­ 
neers, can observe such a farm 
in operation. They are confident 
it will pose neither a hazard nor 
an esthetic nuisance. 
We think 
residents of the area have an 
obligation to hear them out, since 
some means must be found for 
sludge disposal in the area of the 
new treatment plants the district 
will build in the northwest sub­ 
urbs. 
The sanitary district 
has 
also stressed the possible multi­ 
ple use of the land under its 
program, whereas the forest pre­ 
serve 
commission 
has 
never 
leased preserve land nor entered 
into joint use projects. 
We hope the sanitary and forest 
preserve agencies, together with 
spokesmen for the county and the 
communities 
most 
directly 
in­ 
volved, will attempt to resolve this 
conflict in plans in an atmosphere 
of cordiality and respect, weighing 
the needs of the local communities 
with those of the area at large. 
A Fitting Tribute

Behind the Headlines 
A Clean Atmosphere

“Water 
to 
drink” 
and 
“air 
to 
breathe” 
are 
prime 
issues 
in 
the 
billion-dollar resource development issue 
before Illinois voters this November. 
The proposed billion dollar program 
is an ambitious one, aimed at combat­ 
ting pollution and water problems while 
providing more recreational area in a 
state that has the smallest per capita 
amount of recreational land of any 
state in the union. 


The program is the recommendation 
of the 
Department 
of 
Business and 
Economic Development’s Technical Ad­ 
visory Committee on Water Resources. 
It envisions expenditures in six cate­ 
gories: 
—$200 million for water-related rec­ 
reation; 
—$400 million for water pollution 
control; 
—$50 million for air pollution control; 
—$100 million for flood control; 
—$100 million for water manage­ 
ment; 
—$100 million for water supply. 


“A BOND ISSUE is the only possible 
way to establish a capital fund large 
enough to finance 
a 
comprehensive 
action 
program 
for water 
and 
air 
resources,” says Gov. Otto Kerner. 
The technical committee, too, stresses 
the referendum as the only hope. 
The water resource issue is one of 
two statewide referenda on the Novem­ 
ber ballot. With it will be a proposal 
for a state constitutional convention to 
modernize the state’s 1870 constitution. 
Underlying the entire resource ques­ 
tion is the fact of water, a fact that 
is complicated by overdoses of the 
resource in flood seasons and scarcity 
of it at other times. 


The crisis of the water resource 
is complicated further by the existence 
of widespread air and water pollution. 
Facts cited by the technical commit­ 
tee show that almost none of the rivers 
or streams in Illinois is safe for swim­ 
ming or water skiing; fish and aquatic 
life have been destroyed in the Saline 
River and some Chicago-area water­ 


ways; pollution levels have risen in 
the Fox River and Chain-O-Lakes; the 
Illinois River is degraded for its entire 
length; lower Lake Michigan is pol­ 
luted; about 600 towns in Illinois have 
no sewer systems or treatment plants. 
IN ADDITION, the committee echoes 
national agencies, noting that air pol­ 
lution in virtually all major American 
cities and many smaller ones often 
exceeds safe levels. 
To combat pollution problems, the 
committee recommends that the $400- 
million water pollution control funds 
be used for loans and grants to enable 
local governments to construct waste 
treatment facilities and to match avail­ 
able federal funds. 
The $50 million for air pollution 
abatement would be used to encourage 
public and private corporations to invest 
in controlling the air pollution that 
currently 
accompanies 
their 
normal 
operations. 
The fund would offer these corpora­ 
tions loan guarantees to install the 
necessary pollution abatement equip­ 
ment. 
Closely aligned with the question of 
water pollution control is the hope of 
restoring Illinois waterways and adding 
to the public water recreation area. 
The committee stresses that techni­ 
cal means are available to accomplish 
this. Waterways such as parts of the 
Fox, DuPage and Kankakee Rivers can 
be restored to full recreational use, 
the committee notes. 
INCLUDED IN the $200 million for 
water-related recreation are provisions 
for acquisition of 25,000 surface acres 
of lakes and land surrounding lakes 
plus 500 miles of streams and thousands 
of other acres of public open space. 
Illinois currently has 5.6 per cent 
of the nation’s total population but only 
5 per cent of the nation’s recreational 
land. 
To meet the needs of 1980, the com­ 
mittee reports, the state must add 550,- 
000 acres of open-space land near water 
now. 
The recreation portion of the scheme 
also calls for expansion and building 
of new bottom land lakes and beautifi­ 


cation of mine strip areas. 
For 
those 
areas 
where 
seasonal 
water surpluses cause flood dam age- 
11 per cent of the state land area 
or 4 million acres—the committee has 
proposed a $100-million program. 
THE URGENCY of the situation, the 
committee points out, is illustrated by 
the fact that Illinoisans spend an aver­ 
age of $30 million annually in flood 
damage expenditures. 
The flood control fund would be used 
to finance a backlog of flood-control 
projects already planned and approved 
but not yet financed. 
The 
committee 
states 
that 
flood 
control projects totaling more than $100 
million have been recommended to the 
general assembly. 
From 1936 to 1965, the committee 
adds, only about $8 million was appro­ 
priated by the state to cover these 
projects. 
Specific projects listed by the com­ 
mittee included work on the Des Plaines 
River, on Salk Creek near Elmhurst, 
on Addison Creek near Stone Park, 
on Weller Creek near Mount Prospect 
and Des Plaines and on the DuPage 
River and its tributaries and the Iro­ 
quois River. 
A second part of the water control 
program involves a $100-million water 
management formula aimed at financ­ 
ing state water-management projects 
such as multi-purpose reservoirs, finan­ 
cing Illinois participation in federal 
water management projects and pro­ 
viding grants for comprehensive area­ 
wide resources planning where needed. 
IN THE FIELD of actual water sup­ 
ply, the technical committee recom­ 
mends $150 million to modernize and 
extend water supply systems. 
The monies would be used to provide 
grants and long-term, low-interest loans 
to local governments for building and 
enlarging water supply and distribution 
systems. 
Throughout the billion-dollar proposal 
the theme remains one of remedying 
mistakes of the past and providing for 
the future. 
The future, in this case, is seen 
as 1980 and 2020.

(Excerpts from a speech by Sen. 
Philip A. Hart to the National Assn. 
of Attorneys General in Washington 
Feb. 2.) 
This is the decade of the consumer. 
At both a state and a national level, 
there is a new awareness of consumers 
as an identifiable group having specific 
problems which require solutions. 
To­ 
day’s concern with the consumer arises 
from a general change of philosophy 
in this country. From “What is good 
for business is good for the country,” 
we have moved to “What is good for 
the consumer is good for the country 
and business.” From “Let the buyer 
beware,” we have moved to “Let the 
seller beware.” And this is as it should 
be. 
First, it is sound economics. 
Our 
free enterprise economy is based on 
the notion of a knowledgeable, rational, 
informed consumer. 
Unless the con­ 
sumer is able to make informed choices, 
the system is distorted. 
Second, it is sound ethically. A free 
society can only exist where there is 
mutual trust and honest dealing. 
If 
we reward those who deceive, cajole, 
twist or disguise facts—no matter how 
subtly 
or artfully done—we 
are in 
trouble. 
Unfortunately many of our 
attitudes develop from what we observe 
in the marketplace. 
If we cannot be­ 
lieve what we read on packages, what 
we are told by salesmen, what we 
see on television and hear on radio, 
then a cynicism develops which perme­ 
ates all segments of our daily lives. 
THE STATES, I believe, under the 
prodding of many of those here have 
played a key role in this process. And 
both the President and Congress have 
responded to fill the legal vacuum in 
the “consumer protection and informa­ 
tion” area. 
Vigorous antitrust enforcement, in 
my opinion, could do much to curb 
the persistently rising price levels in 
this country which I think we have 
wrongly labeled “inflation.” 
The biggest mistake we can make 
is to consider antitrust enforcement 
primarily a federal responsibility. Anti­ 
trust 
should 
become 
increasingly 
a 
state concern. 
The states should establish regional 
councils to coordinate antitrust efforts. 
In this manner both manpower and 
budget can be more effectively utilized. 
Some states already have good pro­ 
grams 
in progress. 
Those 
states- 
through this association—should maki 
available their expertise to those who 
would benefit from it.

Every high school debate club in the U.S. has the 
same topic for a year. 
This year’s is “Resolved: 
That Congress should 
establish uniform regulations for criminal investigation 
procedures.” 
Each debater starts research on this subject and 
continues researching for the rest of the year. 
Most keep a notecard file of important, authorita­ 
tive facts and quotes to prove their arguments. A 
debater needs some historical background material, 
but mainly relies on recent events and quotations, for 
which he uses newspapers and magazines, like “Vital 
Speeches,” “Newsweek,” or “Time.” 
A debate team consists of four people—two debat­ 
ing affirmatively and two negatively. In some schools, 
work is done with the squads, but most techniques are 
self-taught. There are three levels at which a debater 
may be entered in a tournament. 
NOVICE IS FOR debaters who have entered in 
regular debate for less than two years. Junior varsity 
is for debaters on the regular team. Varsity is for the 
experienced debater. 
There are from five to 20 schools represented at a 
tournament. 
At the tournament there are three or four rounds 
of debates, each lasting an hour. 
Debates follow certain procedures. Each debater 
has a 10-minute speech and a five-minute rebuttal. 
The order is: Al, N, A2, N2, NIR, AIR, N2R, A2R. 
The affirmative side gets the first and last speeches 
because it has to build a case, whereas the negative 
side can just contradict it. 
Debate has dignity and respect, and the first thing 
the judges notice is if the debater maintains these. 
The judges have scoring sheets with these cate­ 
gories: 
evidence, delivery, organization, logic, and 
refutation. 
They judge the debater in each area as 
superior, excellent, good, fair, or poor. 
The total 
decides which team wins. 
The number of wins a school has determines its

been involved with it for four 
years. One of these is in the 
increased ability to speak and 
think on my feet. By develop­ 
ing techniques of speaking in 
debate, I have been able to 
gain a self-confidence that al­ 
lows me to speak in almost 
any situation. 
Debate also has taught me 
the ability to organize my 
thinking. This is quite helpful 
in all of my school work be­ 
cause I am now able to pre­ 
sent my thoughts in a coherent 
manner, whether it be in writ­ 
ing or in classroom discussion. 
THERE ARE also monetary 
rewards for those who excel in 
this type of competition. Many 
of the large universities offer 
thousands of dollars in debate 
scholarships. 
Probably the most important 
reward, though, is the personal 
satisfaction from knowing that 
you are doing your best. 
Of course, becoming good in 
debate requires a great deal 
of work and time. I spend be­ 
tween IO and 15 hours a w7eek 
on debate in addition to giving 
up all day on many Saturdays 
for tournaments. 
For those debaters who want 
to gain an excellent background 
on debating, there are also 
many summer institutes at col­ 
leges and universities on de­ 
bate. 
Last summer I spent five 
weeks at Northwestern Uni­ 
versity with over IOO other de­ 
baters from all over the coun­ 
try. There is a great deal of 
time and money involved in 
this, but I found it to be well 
worth it. 
As with almost any form of 
competition, there are strong 
pressures to win. The tourna­ 
ments with the strongest pres­

At these 
tournaments, one or two losses 
can remove your team from 
the entire tournament. 


However, most of the pres­ 
sure is that which the individ­ 
ual debater puts on himself. 
Whenever I lose a debate, I 
always criticize myself sharply 
and try to find out what I did 
wrong. 


A QUESTION that always 
comes up is what good will 
debating do me when I decide 
on a career? I myself plan to 
go into law, so debate comes 
in quite well here. It is also 
excellent for going into busi­ 
ness, politics or the clergy. In 
each case it teaches you how 
to communicate with others. 
Despite the pressures and the 
t^rne involved, I will always 
enjoy debating because of the 
many rewards that come from 
it.

Fremd debater and judge, Scott Kerr, thinks that 
debate is helpful in learning to speak, reason, and 
organize. He says it teaches one to formulate and 
present one set opinion and back it up with facts, 
being persuasive.

The History 
From Cicero 
To Harvard

Jan. 14. 1892. Monumental oc­ 
casion. 
The two warlords of swell- 
headedness, Harvard and Yale, 
convened at Cambridge, Mass., 
and held the first collegiate de­ 
bate. 
No, I don’t know who won. 
Whoever won, the idea was 
contagious, spreading a virus 
that ails upward of 70.000 con­ 
temporary college students and 
a quarter-million high school 
think zealots. 
Regardless of stigmas pinned 
on debaters inferring the inch- 
thick-eyeglass study-wart cult, 
the talk game has not only held 
its own, but developed on its 
own potential. 
Textbook-stale lauds of its 
merit (synonymous with canned 
laughter for 
the 
half-baked 
melodrama) credit debate with 
niceties like. 
. . 
“valuable 
means of developing the in­ 
dividual student, training him 
to meet the problems of life” 
. . . “he learns to use the li­ 
brary, to find the exact infor­ 
mation he needs in the shortest 
amount of time” . . . “to dis­ 
tinguish vital and the unim­ 
portant” . . . “the need of prov­ 
ing statements and demanding 
proof from others” . . . “to 
think under pressure” . . . “to 
use his head” . . . and so on 
and so forth. 
All this is very sweet, I sup­ 
pose, when grades come out. 
But let us get down to the meat 


of the matter. 
A 1941 Bell Telephone study 
found that the company’s high­ 
est paid employes had either 
worked for their school news­ 
paper or served on the debate 
team. 
In 1947, another outfit (I don’t 
know who) polled debate cham­ 
pions of the previous 30 years, 
who unanimously agreed upon 
the values of analytic argu­ 
ment. 
Who’s Who in America, the 
dictionary of bigshots, found in 
1950 that those with debate 
team experience had five times 
the chance of getting into the 
directory than those without. 
And (whiz, bang, whallop), 
22 of 23 top executives of the 
International Harvester Co. in 
1960 pointed to debate as their 
m o s t valuable college exper­ 
ience. 
THIS ADDS UP to something. 
Something typical, relevant and 
explanatory of today’s society. 
Man, whereas he previously 
beat his enemies over the head 
with a club, has become a 
sophisticated p r i g who n o w 
makes his opponent feel like a 
complete idiot through adjecti­ 
val assault.

Lying at the Heart 
Of It — Communication

Resolved: That high school 
debate is a valuable asset to 
those students participating. 
This might indeed be the 
resolution in a debate about the 
value of high school debate. In 
any issue, there are two sides 
to the coin, as Mr. Wayne H. 
Wagner, Director of Debate at 
Arlington High School a n d 
Chairman of the Secondary 
S c h o o l Committee, Illinois 
Speech Assn., points out: 
“Everyone could debate, on 
his own level. In the state of 
Illinois, however, the competi­ 
tion is so strong and so tough 
that it would injure a person 
of lesser ability. No one gains 
by losing all the time.” 
It is for the purpose of se­ 
lecting only those who can 
withstand the rigors of a highly 
competitive season, extending 
from November through April, 
that Arlington holds tryouts in 
the fall. At Arlington t h r e e 
squads are open—varsity, jun­ 
ior varsity, and novice, with 16 
positions available. 
“Debate is essentially the re­ 
duction to good verbal form of 
a logical argument at the spur 
of the moment,” stated Wag­ 
ner. “Debate then is for those 
of high intellectual ability and 
high verbal skill.” 
HE EXPLAINED that th e 
qualities he looks for in a good 
debater are fluency, g o o d 
speaking habits, a good voice, 
and a sense of “communica­ 
tiveness.” He also searches for 
the student able to “look at the 
totality of an argument, then 
break it logically into its com­ 
ponent parts.” 
When such a student is found, 
there are m a n y important 
benefits to be gained from de- 
fa a t e, according to Wagner, 
himself a 1964 graduate of 
Northern 
Illinois 
University 
with 150 rounds of college de­ 
bate experience. 
“D ebating is training in 
speaking,” he explained, “and 


h u m a n beings communicate 
mainly through speech — ap­ 
proximately 30 per cent. This 
is compared with 16 per cent 
reading, and only 9 per cent 
writing. Debaters gain exper­ 
ience in speaking up to 150 
competet i v e 
hours, 
beyond 
practice." 
Wagner also pointed out that 
debate gives the participant ex­ 
perience in ‘analyzing things 
logically” and avoiding guess­ 
work. He stated that debate can 
often be of advantage in later 
occupations, citing Illinois Gov. 
Kerner, who debated for Oak 
Park High School, and Presi­ 
dent Johnson, a former debater 
and high school debate coach, 
as outstanding examples. 
“Students in debate learn 
about critical processes of in­ 
quiry," 
commented 
Wagner, 
“they learn how to determine 
the validity of a statement, and 
how to use sources of informa­ 
tion.” 
ANOTHER MAJOR 
advan­ 
tage, according to Wagner, is 
that students develop a “fine 
working ability to research” 
and make increased use of li­ 
brary facilities available. 
“Debate also makes students 
more aware of current issues,” 
said Wagner. He pointed out 
that, since this year’s debate 
resolution concerns criminal in­ 
vestigation procedures, the Ar­ 
lington debate team took ad­ 
vantage of the recent C o o k 
County jail revelations to inter- 
v i e w Jack Johnson concern­ 
ing investigation procedures. 
As far as competition is con­ 
cerned, though it is tough, 
Wagner feels it is healthy. He 
feels that since our society is 
extremely competitive, the ex­ 
perience of competition in de­ 
bate will be of great value to 
the high school debater in later 
life. 
Arlington’s debate coach also 
feels that the high school for­ 
mat for debate aids the partici­ 
pants in developing objectivity. 
In high school, he explained, 


There’s nothing like a good 


argument, especially when those 


a r g u i n g know what they’re 


talking about.

about one-half the debate tour­ 
neys are “switch-side” debates, 
in which a team must argue 
both sides of a question. Thus, 
the debater must know the 
strengths and weaknesses of 
both sicles of the argument. 


LASTLY, WAGNER 
stated 
that high school debate pro­ 
grams are a good preparation 
for college debate, since “the 
principles used are basically 
the same.” One difference he 
noted was the budget—Northern 
Illinois appropriates $15,000 per 
year, while a high school can 
afford nothing at all compar­ 
able. 


The only other difference 
noted by Wagner was in the 
level of competition available. 
“The primary difference,” he 
stated, “is that competition in 
Illinois high school debate is of 
a consistently higher caliber 
than college, where one runs 
into spotty competition.” 
The caliber of debate is rela­ 
tive, of course, to the age of 
those competing. 
In concluding, Wagner em­ 
phasized the long and rich tra­ 
dition of debate in American 
politics, beginning with Patrick 
Henry, through the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, and to the re­ 
cent Kennedy-Nixon debates of 
1960. Here, indeed, are practi­ 
cal examples of the positive 
values of debate.

South America is a continent 
whose various squabbling na­ 
tions have a reputation for 
revolutions and violent political 
upheavals. 
And yet, who ' would have 
suspected that four South Amer­ 
icans could come 1,000 miles 
from their native land to Elk 
Grove High School to resume 
their “quarreling” in the halls 
of learning! 
Four of Elk Grove’s exchange 
students are indeed continuing 
the quarrel their ancestors be­ 
gan three centuries ago. Marta 
Tamayo, from Ecuador, accuses 
Sergio Cavero and his Country, 
Peru, of “stealing land from 
Ecuador and maintaining the 
boundaries 
through 
military 
patrol.” Claudio Nascimento, a 
native of Brazil, claims that 
“Peru and Ecuador are of no 
importance, for my country is 
the biggest and best of all.” 
However, Elk Grove’s sixth 
and newest addition to the grow­ 
ing ranks of foreign exchange 
students, 17-year-old Fernando 
Sutter, asserts that his own 
country, Chile, is in all ways 
superior to other Latin Ameri­ 
can countries, for Chile has 
“the best people in the world.” 
Elaborating on this statement, 
Fernando said that “the people 
of Chile love everybody and 
everything; they are a very 
warm people.” 
FERNANDO’S preconception 
of the United States was that

Fernando speaks the language 
little as of now. One of the 
difficulties in studying English 
in South America, he feels, is 
that more emphasis is placed on 
grammar than on speaking the 
language. 
Fernando has two brothers 
and one sister in Chile as well 
as in his Elk Grove family. Elk 
Grove students hosting him are 
Chris and Bill Hartzell. He will 
stay with the Hartzell family 
for three months, participate in 
a tour of Washington and New 
Y’ork, and return to Chile to 
host an American student this 
summer.

Do you feel you have enough 
discipline at home? 
For your age, or feeling of 
maturity, do you think you are 
entitled to more or less free­ 
dom? 
When your parents show their 
authority, are they justified in 
doing so? 
Are you restricted in any of 
the following ways: Curfew, dat­ 
ing, or use of the car? 
These questions weie asked of 
various students at Forest View 
High School to see if they could 
come to a consensus on parental 
discipline. 
All of the freshmen asked felt 
they have had an ample amount 
of discipline in the home. All be­ 
lieved they did not need more 
independence at their age and 
thought their parents were justi­ 
fied in practicing their authority. 
All of the frosh had restric­ 
tions. The major one was dating. 
Parents seem to feel that fresh­ 
man boys are too young to date 
and there are strict rules for 
freshman girls who are allowed 
to date at this early age. 
SOPHOMORE GIRLS are con­ 
tent with the amount of freedom 
they have. The girls said that 
their parents give them enough 
freedom to enjoy themselves an 
they feel that is sufficient. 
However sophomore boys are 
different. They agree they have 
b e e n disciplined enough, but 
they would like more elastic 
rules. The only restriction they 
said they have is not being able 
to use the car, and that because 
they have no licenses. The boys 
agreed with the girls in that 
parents are usually justified in 
punishments they may give. 
One junior boy interviewed re­ 
marked that he deserves less 
freedom than he has. He saic 
he did not have enough disci­ 
pline at home and his parents 
should enforce rules, if for no 
other reason than to have his 
parents enforce them. 
Another boy felt he had all the 
freedom he wanted except in the 
way he wore his hair. 


A junior girl felt her parents discretion. 
should have more to say about 
the boys she dates. She has no 
dating restrictions at all. Anoth­ 
er girl can, by her parents rules, 
have only one date per week.

“Why did 6,000.000 Jews allow 
themselves to be led to slaughter 
like sheep?” This is the question 
that the Jews of Treblinka dar­ 
ed to ask. 
Treblinka, a small Polish vil­ 
lage, was chosen by the Nazi 
S. S. as the model death camp. 
It was the first of its kind—an 
establishment t h a t mass-pro­ 
duced death. 
Every victim of the camp was 
dehumanized, and the camp ran 
efficiently as millions of Jews 
went willingly to their deaths. 
BUT IT WAS there, in 1943, 
that a few Jewish prisoners 
planned and led a revolt, killing 
the S.S.

Their story cannot be called 
a story of mere heroism. Their 
act was beyond courage or 
bravery—because they had to 
salvage their own humanity be­ 
fore they could take action.

hams and their friends. 
They called their 15th non­ 
existent group member “t h e 
ghost” and proclaimed him an 
ideal traveling companion.

But do not fall in the water 
because the carnivorous piran­ 
ha fish have still not surrender­ 
ed their cannibalistic custom. 
Deep in the bush you 
will 
meet its residents, Bushnegroes 
and Amerindians, who speak a 
combination of dialects 
known 
astaki-taki (you say you thought 
that was a drink? You’re think­ 
ing of Saki. See Japan. 
You will not understand the 
natives, but they will smile and 
amiably allow you to take their 
pictures for a fee. 
The guide will tell you that 
his people believe they lose a 
part of their spirit when their 
pictures are taken, 
and they 
must be repaid. 
“ We gave the children can­ 
dy,” Cunningham says “ and the 


adults got money. The natives 
are very rich in Surinam.’” 
You while away a day among 
native thatched huts, taking pic­ 
tures, buying native handcrafts 
such as spears, bows and ar­ 
rows and miniature dugout pad­ 
dles. 
“ The people of Surinam seem 
very happy,” says S h i r l e y 
“ There are many nationalities 
there—North American, Dutch, 
Chinese, Javanese, Bushne g r o 
and Amerindian—but they get 
along well and don’t worry about 
racism and things like that.” 
But your day in the jungle, 
like that of the Cunningham 
and their party, must come to 
an end at sundown.

“ The board has not consider­ 
ed the matter, nor is it sched­ 
uled to at this time. 
“ When and if plans for this 
site become firm, a full and 
detailed announcement will be 
made. 
“ HONEYWELL WANTS the 


community of Arlington Heights 
to be as fully informed as possi­ 
ble of our intentions. However, 
we feel that premature specu­ 
lation is a distinct disservice 
to all interested parties. 
“ There are many factors in­ 
volved in a company’s decision 
to buy and locate facilities. 
“ The outcome of s o m e of 
these factors cannot be forecast 
and in fact can be adversely 
influenced by speculation.”

Lady Baltimore is a Southern 
name for a certain rare and 
glorified species of Cake—and 
the cake itself could not be of 
more airy and delicate con­ 
sistency than the romantic sto­ 
ry told by Owen Wister in his 
1906 novel of the same name. 


THE BOOK tells a tale of 
old-time Southern customs and 
a young man's love for a young 
woman who did not belong to 
Southern aristocracy. Go s s ip 
twisted, distorted and played 
havoc with their 
two young 
lives. In one chapter of the 
book, the author describes the 
Ladv Baltimore cake w h i c h 


wedding cake. 


Since 1906, Lady Baltimore, 
the cake and the book, has be­ 
come 
one 
of t h o s e rare 
achievements in American fic­ 
tion as well as in American 
confection. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. of­ 
fers a version of the Lady Bal­ 
timore cake that calls for two 
packages (I pound—2% ounces) 
white cake mix and t h r e e 
packages (6 ^ ounces) fluffy 
white icing.

Counting Calories 
A Must To Reduce 


Counting calories is a favo­ 
rite pastime among those of us 
who want to lose weight. 
The term “calory” is used 
as a unit in expressing the 
energy-producing v a l u e of 
food. When we say that a ta­ 
blespoon 
of honey 
contains 
about IOO calories, it means 
that the honey, when utilized 
by the tissues of the body, will 
release that amount of energy 
to be expended in bodily acti­ 
vity. 
THE USUAL weight-reduc- 
tion goal of one or twro pounds’ 
loss per week is achieved by a 
daily intake of 500 to 1,000 
calories less than the intake 
needed to maintain the weight 
at which reducing was begun. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation’s home health book, 
Today’s Health Guide, points 
oi*t that 1,000 calories repre­ 
sent the smallest practical in­ 
take that can provide the rec­ 
ommended daily allowances of 
essential minerals and vita­ 
mins t h r o u g h usual food 
sources. 
FOR CHILDREN, the mini­ 
mum figure on which to lose 
weight is close to 1,600 calories, 
with 1,800 often recommended 
to ensure a margin of safety. 
But all of us are different, 
and caloric needs are an in- 
dividaul affair. They should be 
worked out in consultation with 
your physician. He can help 
you arrive at a reasonable fig­ 
ure, permitting you to lose 
weight steadily and gradually, 
and at the same time main­ 
tain good health and not go 
hungry. 
LIQUID FORMULA diets un­ 
questionably have h e l p e d 
many persons to lose weight. 
Although some of these prepa­ 


rations combine the merits of 
economy, acceptability and nu­ 
tritional 
balance, 
they lend 
themselves to short-term, in­ 
tensive weight loss. This only 
postpones the day of reckon­ 
ing when the dieter must re­ 
turn to usual foodstuffs. 
Calory charts will help guide 
you in determining what you 
can eat and in what quantity, 
to maintain your desired daily 
intake. 
SOME DIET specialists now 
recommend five or six small 
meals a day, rather than two 
or three large ones. Others fa­ 
vor periods of complete fasting 
at the onset of the diet for an 
excessively overweight person. 
Whatever program your phy­ 
sician prescribes for you, there 
is one important thing to re­ 
member—calories do count. To 
lose weight, we must expend 
more energy than we take in.
